The statement that we have nothing to fear from alien microorganisms because all 
disease producers are species specific is totally false. Example abound. Rabies 
can infect both dogs and humans. Black Plague is just as bad for rats as it is 
for humans. The Coliform bacteria can cause disease in about any animal from the 
standpoint of the fact that they are a toxin producer. Botulism will affect any 
animal that ingests the botulihum toxin. Amoebic dysentery can affect a wide 
variety of animals, and is caused by a protozoa.

1* Similar biologies do not necessarily yield similar cultures* 
Look at our own planet* Our cultures are enormously diverse, even to 
the point of linguistic anomolies which boggle the mind* The Navaho. 
for lnstance v do not decline verbs in time-sense (past, present, future) 
as we do. They differentiate time by the degree of probability that 
the speaker personalty witnessed the event. On another planet, given 
the inevitable differences in virtually everything, and the consequent 
cultural responses, I don't see those responses as offering us much 
here* I don't deny the possibility, but I believe we must face up to 
the improbability* 

2. Even if another culture could help offer solutions, it must 
understand the problems. How well would an alien relate to our 

difficulties? Would he even regard them as difficulties at all? 

Assume, for instance, a culture with a single dominant female, a few 
males, and vast swarms of worker neuters .such as the society of an 

ant or bee* A member of such a society would view our social and 

economic problems as no problems at all. 

3. Assuming, however, a sjociety with relevant solutions and 
understanding envoys, what do you believe our reaction: will be? Do 
you seriously believe that humanity's cultures, so unwilling to learn 
from each other, will learn from aliens? Each of our major cultural 
groups believes that the others will be all right if they adopt its 
methods, and that its problems |will vanish with just a little more 
determined application of those; same social mechanisms. I suggest 
our reaction to any alien suggestions would be even more negative than 
our reaction to suggestions from other cultures* 

A final... and ultimate. . .barrier. You are assuming that man is4i 

perfectable being* If that Were true, the perfect societies envisioned 
Djr the Buddha, by Jesus, by Muhammad, by Plato, by countless others, 
would have long since materialized. We do not really lack for solutions 

to our problems. We lack the ability to carry them into effect. What- 
ever we learn from alien cultures will^ doubtless be put to uniquely 

human (and uniquely American, Russian,' Chinese, German, Nigerian, 

Mexican, &c.) uses. Consider wfell how our race operates i The 

Inquisition invoked Jesus. Stalin invoked Lenin* Goldwater has 

Invoked Lincoln* Paul invoked ^eter. The Democrats invoke Jefferson* 

Whatever we touch, we distort. If I were an alien, I wouldn't touch 

us with a 16-ell pol*.

Out of the countless of thousands of intelligent , 
civilizations which must truly, exist, is there not that is capable of under- 
standing and helping Man?

A REPLY TO MARK BERCH' S "The Rulebooks Forgotten Sentence" 

The sentence in question, quoted from the Diplomacy Rulebook, reads "A badly 
written order, which nevertheless can have only one meaning, must be followed." 
Mark then illustrates, through four examples, how most GMs ignore this sentence 
in their adjudications. I will give my comments on each of Mark's four points. 
So dig out your Diplomacy World so you can understand my comments as referenced 
to Mark's. 

1) PLAYER FAILS TO STATE NATIONALITY OF FOREIGN UNIT HE IS SUPPORTING. 

If one would read Rule IX, 1 carefully he would see that stating the nationality 
of a foreign unit is required. The particular section reads: 

"To order a support, it is necessary to write the location of the supporting 
piece, the word "supports" or its equivalent, and both the location and des- 
tination of the piece receiving support. The letter "S" may be used to mean 
supports. Thus, A Tyr-Mun, A Bur S A Tyr-Muni or for units of another country , 
A Sil S RUSSIAN A War-Pru. " 

If stating nationality were not required, what is the Rulebook' s purpose for 
drawing special attention to it, as in the last part of the last sentence? 
(The underlining is mine, to accentuate the part in question). 

2) PLAYER FAILS TO STATE COAST UNIT IS LEAVING FROM. 

I agree. And my Houserules specifically state that, where there is no doubt, 
the coast designation may be omitted. 

3) PLAYER MISSTATES THE COAST UNIT IS LEAVING FROM. 

Again, I agree. And I will not penalize a player for misstating a coast that 
my Houserules do not require in the first place. 

4) PLAYER MISLABELS AN ARMY FOR A FLEET, OR VICE VERSA. 

I think precedent has been set sufficiently throughout the hobby that the "A" 
and "F" designations are required. Even the Rulebook uses the "A" and H F" 
designators throughout its examples. Nowhere does it say these designators 
may be omitted.

He added that a carefully directed and 
coordinated SALT treaty promotional effort is in progress to bombard Congress and 
news media before the agreement is signed. While President Carter is making 
preparations for a Washington summit meeting with Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev in December to sign the treaty, he is still asking his national security and 
Defense Dept. advisers why the U. S. needs a strategic weapons triad of ICBMs, 
bombers and submarine-launched ballistic missiles. 

Some of his adi isers are "extremely upset over [Carter's] naivete. They believe he 
is moving the country steadily toward a dyad of SLBMs and cruise missiles," one 
Administration ofl icial said. He added that if the President wanted the MX advanced 
mobile ICBM program to be killed, one way would be to delay the program by 
offering Congress a common missile for both ICBMs and SLBMs and to move away 
from moltiple aim paint basing of ICBMs for sunivabiHty. The President has taken 
both these actiors in recent weeks, the official pointed out. This will avoid a 
congressional confrontation, the White House believes, at a time when the SALT 
, . ratification will be in the balance.

4 defense system on ships being constructed in a yard near Murmansk (aw&st Nov. 
\ 11, 1974, p. 15). IjJ. S. officials believe the Russians are deploying the SA-10 on ships 
to provide air defease barriers far off the Soviet coastline against U.S. wide-body 
cruise missile carrier aircraft and making their cargoes of air-launched cruise missiles 
more readily detectable while still at higher altitudes. In order to reach inland targets 
in the USSR, the air-launched cruise missiles must fly part of the way at a high 
altitude and drop to terrain-following profiles in the target vicinity. The Russians 
would use the ships to form an air defense barrier with the SA-10 belts, and MiG-25 
Foxbat interceptors would be used for close-in intercepts of cruise missiles.

The heavy bomber definition is causing problems within the Defense Dept. Under the 
negotiated SALT agreement, aging B-52s in the boneyard and B-l research and 
development aircraft are counted in the total. One official noted: "This means that 
B-52s, which would require over a year to upgrade and make useful, would have the 
same weight in the overall numbers as a Russian SS-18 ICBM, which could be 
bunched in a little over 4 min. against the U.S., and B-ls, which will later be 
gathering dust in hangars, will also count the same as ICBM s or SLBM launchers.** 
Most of the points holding up conclusion of the SALT 2 treaty and its protocol have 
been eliminated, according to U.S. officials. Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko has called off range constraints on air-launched cruise missiles. Those have 
been a bone of contention between the U. S. and USSR since shortly after the 
tentative Vladivostok agreement, with the Russians insisting that air-launched cruise 
missiles be limited to 2,500 km. (1,350 mi.). Gromyko waved his hand at U.S.
